JEFFERSON CITY (/P) — The 
Missouri Supreme Court struck 
two blows at the operation of paro­ 
chial schools in this state today. 
The court said public school 
money could not be used in sup­ 
porting private parochial schools 
or in the transportation of pupils 
to such schools. 
One case was brought in F rank­ 
lin 
County 
against reorganized 
school district No. 8. The court 
said on that one: 
Wd think the conclusion is in­ 
escapable that these schools, as 
maintained and operated by de­ 
fendant district 8 and its officers 
at Gildehaus and Krakow, were 
in fact controled in the main by 
members of recognized orders of 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
by 
officials 
thereof; 
that 
said 
schools to a great degree were 
managed and administered in a 
m anner to promote the interests 
and policies of the roman catholic 
church and of adherents of the 
Roman Catholic faith; and that 
had been a carpenter on several 
said schools were not in fact free 
public schools and were not en­ 
titled to be supported by public 
school money or public funds.” 
Similar suits have been brought 
n several other Missouri Counties. 
In the other case, in Scott county, 
public school buses had been sup­ 
plying transportation part of the 
way to a parochial school situated 
in Benton.

Other recent inquires have come 
in regarding the Sedalia Air Base 
at Knob Noster in Johnson County 
and Camp Crowder near Neoshc 
in Newton County. 
Work is now proceeding as plan­ 
ned at the Sedalia Air Base. As a 
part o.f the Strategic Air Command, 
it is hoped this base will be as 
permanent as any in the country.

Reception cen­ 
ter activities will be transferred 
about Septem ber 1st to Fort Riley 
in Kansas. 
As a “medium security” Disci 
plinary Center, Crowder will house 
military «prisoners sentenced 
to 
terms of two or three years. 


The great strength of our demo­ 
cratic system lies in the informed 
and active participation of all citi­ 
zens in choosing their elected pub­ 
lic officials. Each citizen has a 
right, therefore, to know not only 
how candidates for office stand on 
particular issues, but also how 
much they are spending to in­ 
fluence the electorate in their be­ 
half, w here their financial support 
comes from, and how such money 
is expended. In earlier days, when 
campaigns 
consisted 
largely 
of 
stump speaking, the issues were 
much more simple. 
In our present era of greatly im­ 
proved media of communication 
through increased newspaper cir­ 
culation, radio and television, elec­ 
tion campaigns have become far 
more complex and the costs of 


reaching all of the people have in­ 
creased many .fold. As a result, 
it is particularly important that the 
laws governing Federal elections 
be brought up to date, so that each 
citizen 
may be 
fully 
informed 
when he goes to the voting place 
to cast his ballot. 
Over the period of the last two 
years, in hearings and study of 
contested elections, the Subcom­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections 
developed extensive evidence that 
our present Federal election laws 
ar inadequate, unrealistic, obsolete 
and full of loopholes. Accordingly, 
Senator Hayden (D-Ariz.), Hen­ 
drickson (R-N.J.) and I, who serv­ 
ed together on that Subcommittee, 
have introduced the “Federal Elec­ 
tions Act of 1953” to revise these 
laws and to carry out the recom­ 
mendations which our Subcommit­ 
tee made to the Senate at the end 
of the last Congress. 
Subcommittee studies revealed 
two m ajor weaknesses in present 
statutes. First, they do not cover 
prim ary elections; second, they do 
not require most political com­ 
mittees working in behalf of a 
candidate to report campaign con­ 
tributions and expenditures. 
Our proposed bill would: (1) 
bring primaries and political con­ 
ventions for the selection of can­ 
didates for Federal office under 
Federal regulation; (2) require all 
political committees to report con­ 
tributions and expenditures in be­ 
half of candidates for Federal of­ 
fice (3) increase maximum amount 
that may be spent to further the 
election of candidates for the U. S. 
Senate and House of Representa­ 
tives from present limitations, $25,- 
000 and $5,000, respectively (ap­ 
plicable in general elections) to 
$250,000 and $25,000, respectively 
(applicable to both the prim ary 
and general elections separately) 
and make the new limitations ef­ 
fective, with no exemptions; (4) 
increase the amount an individual 
may contribute to any candidate or 
political committee from $5,000 to 
$10,000 and, in addition, prohibit 


any individual from contributing 
more than a total of $10,000 to all 
candidates for Federal office and 
all political committees working in 
behalf of Federal candidates; (5) 
increase the amount that National 
political committees may raise and 
spend on behalf of Federal candi­ 
dates from the present unrealistic 
figure of $3 million to $10 million; 
(6) place full responsibility on the 
treasurer of political committees 
to keep complete and accurate re­ 
cords and report all contributions 
and expenses to the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives. 
I 
Failure, heretofore, to include 
primaries in the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act, makes a mockery of 
the entire law. In many States 
where 
one 
party 
is dominant, 
winning the primary nomination 
i<; tantamount to election. In most 
States, primaries are not merely 
formal party approvals, but gen­ 
uine contests. Under present laws, 
large sums of money m a y be spent 
by a candidate or his committees 
in the primary which accrue to his 
benefit in the general election, but 
which need not be reported. The 
inclusion of primary elections and 


1 political conventions within the 
I scope of Federal regulation should 
' give the American people com- 
! plete information on the amounts 
spent in electing Federal officials 
and the sources of such funds. 
In addition to pinpointing re­ 
sponsibility for record-keeping and 
reporting, under our bill, no poli­ 
tical committee could receive or 
spend campaign funds until writ­ 
ten authorization from the candi­ 
date has been filed with the Clerk 
of the House. Also, records of com­ 
mittees supporting more than one 
candidate would be required to 
show the amounts expended in be- 
; half of each one. Our studies in- 
| dicated that without such a provis- 
i ion, allocation of a committee’s 
funds among candidates becomes 
I largely a matter of speculation and 
any dollar limitation on expendi­ 
tu re s becomes meaningless. 
I 
This proposed legislation, while 
by no means the final answer to 
Federal election laws, would go 
far, I think, to fix responsibility 
for campaign activities and pro­ 
vide the public with essential in­ 
formation about the source and 
disposition of campaign funds. In 


the end, the vitality af 0Uf detfle- 
cracy depends on the political Wi<v* 
dom and m aturity of our citlMns.

PANMUNJOM f/P)—Staff offic­ 
ers worked today on final details 
of a Korean armistice as hundreds 
of thousands of South Koreans de­ 
monstrated violently against the 
impending true that will leave 
their nation divided. 
Even as Koreans surged wildly 
through the streets of Seoul, Allied 
and Communist teams met in the 
tiny truce hut at Panm unjom for 
12 minutes amid increasing signs 
that an armistice may be signed 
within the week. 
Although an Allied spokesman 
gave no hint of what took place in 
the hut, the briefings of the m eet­ 
ing indicated that only finishing 
touches remained before a cease­ 
fire agreement was reached. 
Lower level officers assembled 
alter the plenary session—possibly 
to iron out the wording of the doc­ 
ument that would call a halt to the 
bloody three-year-old war. 
To Meet Today 
The Reds asked the recess in 
the plenary session and another 
meeting was set for 11 a.m. Wed­ 
nesday (2 p.m. Tuesday CST). 
In Seoul, meanwhile, crowds es­ 
timated by some authorities as 
large as 500,000 stormed through 
the streets of the war-devastated 
South Korean capital. 
While the demonstrations raged, 
defiant South 
Korean President 
Syngman Rhee assembled with his j 
generals behind closed doors. 
The meeting followed one with 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor, U. S. Eighth 
Army commander and the South 
Korean Cabinet. 
A spokesman said the Cabinet 
and national assemblymen who a t­ 
tended the session reaffirmed their 
decision to ignore an armistice 
based on the May 25 U. N. pro- , 
posal, continue the war, and fight 
Indian troops it they land in Ko- j 
rea. 
The South Korean National As-^ 
semblv was to hear a recomm en-) 
dation that it declare w ar on In- j 
dian troops if they come into Ko­ 
rea to guard prisoners after an 
armistice. 
India, under the prisoner ex • 
change agreement signed Monday, 
will provide troops — probably 
about 5000—to handle the POWs. 
Yoon Chi Yung, vice chairman 
of the Assembly’s crisis committee, 
said he will offer the recomm en­ 
dation late Tuesday afternoon. 
Revision of the cease-fire line to 
follow the present battle line prob­ 
ably was one matter discussed by 
negotiators and staff otticers. The 
original line was draw n up in No­ 
vember, 1951. Since then it has 
changed only slightly. 
Observers anticipated no ser­ 
ious delay in reaching agreement 
on a new cease-fire line.

State Court Rules 
Against Public School 
Money for Parochials 


JEFFERSON CITY (>P) — The 
Missouri Supreme Court struck 
two blows at the operation of paro­ 
chial schools in this state today. 
The court said public school 
money could not be used in sup­ 
porting private parochial schools 
or in the transportation of pupils 
to such schools. 
One case was brought in Frank­ 
lin 
County 
against 
reorganized 
school district No. 8. The court 
said on that one: 
“We think the conclusion is in­ 
escapable that these schools, as 
maintained and operated by de­ 
fendant district 8 and its officers 
at Gildehaus and Krakow, were 
in fact controled in the main by 
members of recognized orders of 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
by 
officials 
thereof; 
that 
said 
schools to a great degree were 
managed and administered in a 
manner to promote the interests 
and policies of the roman catholic 
church and of adherents of the 
Roman Catholic faith; and that 
had been a carpenter on several 
said schools were not in fact free 
oublic schools and were not en­ 
titled to be supported by public 
school money or public funds.” 
Similar suits have been brought 
n several other Missouri Counties. 
In the other case, in Scott county, 
oublic school buses had been sup­ 
plying transportation part of the 
way to a parochial school situated 
in Benton.

Senator Hennings’ 
Washington Report 


The great strength of our demo­ 
cratic system lies in the informed 
and active participation of all citi­ 
zens in choosing their elected pub­ 
lic officials. Each citizen has a 
right, therefore, to know not only 
how candidates for office stand on 
particular issues, but also how 
much they are spending to in­ 
fluence the electorate in their be­ 
half, where their financial support 
comes from, and how such money 
is expended. In earlier days, when 
campaigns 
consisted 
largely 
of 
stump speaking, the issues were 
much more simple. 
In our present era of greatly im­ 
proved media of communication 
through increased newspaper cir­ 
culation, radio and television, elec­ 
tion campaigns have become far 
more complex and the costs of 


reaching all of the people have in­ 
creased many fold. As a result, 
it is particularly important that the 
laws governing Federal elections 
be brought up to date, so that each 
citizen 
may 
be 
fully 
informed 
when he goes to the voting place 
to cast his ballot. 
Over the period of the last two 
years, in hearings and study of 
contested elections, the Subcom­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections 
developed extensive evidence that 
our present Federal election laws 
ar inadequate, unrealistic, obsolete 
and full of loopholes. Accordingly, 
Senator Hayden (D-Ariz.), Hen­ 
drickson (R-N.J.) and I, who serv­ 
ed together on that Subcommittee, 
have introduced the “Federal Elec­ 
tions Act of 1953” to revise these 
laws and to carry out the recom­ 
mendations which our Subcommit­ 
tee made to the Senate at the end 
of the last Congress. 
Subcommittee studies revealed 
two major weaknesses in present 
statutes. First, they do not cover 
primary elections; second, they do 
not require most political com­ 
mittees working in behall of a 
candidate to report campaign con­ 
tributions and expenditures. 
Our proposed bill would: (1) 
bring primaries and political con­ 
ventions for the selection of can­ 
didates for Federal office under 
Federal regulation; (2) require all 
political committees to report con­ 
tributions and expenditures in be­ 
half of candidates for Federal of­ 
fice (3) increase maximum amount 
that may be spent to further the 
election of candidates for the U. S. 
Senate and House of Representa­ 
tives from present limitations, $25,- 
000 and $5,000, respectively (ap­ 
plicable in general elections) to 
$250,000 and $25,000, respectively 
(applicable to both the primary 
and general elections separately) 
and make the new limitations ef­ 
fective, with no exemptions; (4) 
increase the amount an individual 
may contribute to any candidate or 
political committee from $5,000 to 
$10,000 and, in addition, prohibit 
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any individual from contributing 
more than a total of $10,000 to all 
candidates tor Federal office and 
all political committees working in 
behalf of Federal candidates; (5) 
increase the amount that National 
political committees may raise anil 
spend on behalf of Federal candi­ 
dates from the present unrealistic 
figure of $3 million to $10 million; 
(6) place full responsibility on the 
treasurer of political committees 
to keep complete and accurate re­ 
cords and report all contributions 
and expenses to the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives. 
Failure, heretofore, to include 
primaries in the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act, makes a mockery of 
the entire law. In many States 
where 
one 
party 
is dominant, 
winning the primary nomination 
is tantamount to election. In most 
States, primaries are not merely 
formal party approvals, but gen­ 
uine contests. Under present laws, 
large sums of money may be spent 
by a candidate or his committees 
in the primary which accrue to his 
benefit in the general election, but 
which need not be reported. The 
inclusion of primary elections and 


political conventions within the 
scope of Federal regulation should 
give the American people com­ 
plete information on the amounts 
spent in electing Federal officials 
and the sources of such funds. 
In addition to pinpointing re­ 
sponsibility for record-keeping and 
reporting, under our bill, no poli­ 
tical committee could receive or 
spend campaign funds until writ­ 
ten authorization from the candi­ 
date has been filed with the Clerk 
of the House. Also, records of com­ 
mittees supporting more than one 
candidate would be required to 
show the amounts expended in be­ 
half of each one. Our studies in­ 
dicated that without such a provis­ 
ion, allocation of a committee’s 
funds among candidates becomes 
largely a matter of speculation and 
any dollar limitation on expendi­ 
tures becomes meaningless. 
This proposed legislation, while 
by no means the final answer to 
Federal election laws, would go 
far, I think, to fix responsibility 
for campaign activities and pro­ 
vide the public with essential in­ 
formation about the source and 
disposition of campaign funds.

State Court Rules

JEFFERSON CITY (ZP) — The 
Missouri Supreme Court struck 
two blows at the operation of paro­ 
chial schools in this state today. 
The court said public school 
money could not be used in sup­ 
porting private parochial schools 
or in the transportation of pupils 
to such schools. 
One case was brought in Frank­ 
lin 
County 
against 
reorganized 
school district No. 8. The court 
said on that one: 
‘We think the conclusion is in­ 
escapable that these schools, as 
maintained and operated by de­ 
fendant district 8 and its officers 
at Gildehaus and Krakow, were 
in fact controled in the main by 
members of recognized orders of 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
by 
officials 
thereof; 
that 
said 
schools to a great degree were 
managed and administered in a 
manner to promote the interests 
and policies of the roman catholic 
church and of adherents of the 
Roman Catholic faith; and that 
had been a carpenter on several 
said schools were not in fact free 
oublic schools and were not en­ 
titled to be supported by public 
school money or public funds.”

The great strength of our demo­ 
cratic system lies in the informed 
and active participation of all citi­ 
zens in choosing their elected pub­ 
lic officials. Each citizen has a 
right, therefore, to know not only 
how candidates for office stand on 
particular issues, but also how 
much they are spending to in­ 
fluence the electorate in their be­ 
half, where their financial support 
comes from, and how such money 
is expended. In earlier days, when 
campaigns 
consisted 
largely 
of 
stump speaking, the issues were 
much more simple. 
In our present era of greatly im­ 
proved media of communication 
through increased newspaper cir­ 
culation, radio and television, elec­ 
tion campaigns have become far 
more complex and the costs of 


reaching all of the people have in­ 
creased many .fold. As a result, 
it is particularly important that the 
laws governing Federal elections 
be brought up to date, so that each 
citizen 
may 
be 
fully 
informed 
when he goes to the voting place 
to cast his ballot. 
Over the period of the last two 
years, in hearings and study of 
contested elections, the Subcom­ 
mittee on Privileges and Elections 
developed extensive evidence that 
our present Federal election laws 
ar inadequate, unrealistic, obsolete 
and full of loopholes. Accordingly, 
Senator Hayden (D-Ariz.), Hen­ 
drickson (R-N.J.) and I, who serv­ 
ed together on that Subcommittee, 
have introduced the “Federal Elec­ 
tions Act of 1953” to revise these 
laws and to carry out the recom­ 
mendations which our Subcommit­ 
tee made to the Senate at tho end 
of the last Congress. 
Subcommittee studies revealed 
two major weaknesses in present 
statutes. First, they do not cover 
primary elections; second, they do 
not require most political com­ 
mittees working in behalf of a 
candidate to report campaign con­ 
tributions and expenditures. 
Our proposed bill would; (I) 
bring primaries and political con­ 
ventions for the selection of can­ 
didates for Federal office under 
Federal regulation; (2) require all 
political committees to report con­ 
tributions and expenditures in be­ 
half of candidates for Federal of­ 
fice (3) increase maximum amount 
that may be spent to further the 
election of candidates for the U. S. 
Senate and House of Representa­ 
tives from present limitations. $25,- 
000 and $5,000, respectively (ap­ 
plicable in general elections) to 
$250,000 and $25,000, respectively 
(applicable to both the primary 
and general elections separately) 
and make the new limitations ef­ 
fective, with no exemptions; (4) 
increase the amount an individual 
may contribute to any candidate or 
political committee from $5,000 to 
$10,000 and, in addition, prohibit 


any individual from contributing 
more than a total of $10,000 to all 
candidates tor Federal office and 
all political committees working in 
behalf of Federal candidates; (5) 
increase the amount that National 
political committees may raise and 
spend on behalf of Federal candi­ 
dates from the present unrealistic 
figure of $3 million to $10 million; 
(6) place full responsibility on the 
treasurer of political committees 
to keep complete and accurate re­ 
cords and report all contributions 
and expenses to the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives. 
Failure, heretofore, to include 
primaries in the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act, makes a mockery of 
the entire law. In many States 
where 
one 
party 
is 
dominant, 
winning the primary nomination 
is tantamount to election. In most 
States, primaries are not merely 
formal party approvals, but gen­ 
uine contests. Under present laws, 
large sums of money may be spent 
by a candidate or his committees 
in the primary which accrue to his 
benefit in the general election, but 
which need not be reported. The 
inclusion of primary elections and 


political conventions within the 
scope of Federal regulation should 
give the American people com­ 
plete information on the amounts 
spent in electing Federal officials 
and the sources of such funds. 
In addition to pinpointing re­ 
sponsibility for record-keeping and 
reporting, under our bill, no poli­ 
tical committee could receive or 
spend campaign funds until writ­ 
ten authorization from the candi­ 
date has been filed with the Clerk 
of the House. Also, records of com­ 
mittees supporting more than one 
candidate would be required to 
show the amounts expended in be­ 
half of each one. Our studies in­ 
dicated that without such a provis­ 
ion, allocation of a committee’s 
funds among candidates becomes 
largely a matter of speculation and 
any dollar limitation on expendi­ 
tures becomes meaningless. 
This proposed legislation, while 
by no means the final answer to 
Federal election laws, would go 
far, I think, to fix responsibility 
for campaign activities and pro­ 
vide the public with essential in­ 
formation about the source and 
disposition of campaign funds. In 


the end, the vitality a f our demo­ 
cracy depends on the political wis­ 
dom and maturity of our citizens.

weather sets in, will do almost 
as well.
